Original Dickeson ‘*Restrike’’ of the Continental Dollar, struck in Copper. 
These were made from new dies prepared by the noted 19th Century 
numismatist Professor Montroville Wilson Dickeson for distribution as 
souvenirs at the U.S. Centennial Exposition of 1876. These have become 
very scarce today.

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SPANISH COLONIAL COINS OF THE AMERICAS 


Prior to the establishment of the United States Mint, the colonists were faced 
with a quandary concerning a circulating medium of exchange. There were any 
number of different coins struck by the individual colonies as well as a proliferation 
of foreign coins of different weights, finenesses, metals and values. However, in all 
the confusion, there was one silver coin which, along with its fractional parts, stood 
out as being well known and widely accepted—the Spanish milled dollar or Eight 
Reales piece. 


These coins—the Eight Reales piece worth one dollar, the Four Reales piece 
worth 50 cents, the Two Reales piece worth 25 cents, and the One Real piece worth 
12 % cents—enjoyed official legal tender status until this was repealed by the Act of 
February 21, 1857. They were an integral part of the early monetary history of our 
country so it is only fitting that they be given special mention in a sale held during 
our country’s Bicentennial year.
